TEACHERS’ FORUM 


Teachers and students at Caroline Springs 
Secondary College tested the Water Management 
activity taking an integrated curriculum approach 
involving SOSE, Mathematics, Science and English 
classes.

The final quarter of 2005 has been an exciting three 
months. The software and website are complete and 
performing well. The project launch at the 
Melbourne Museum was a fantastic success with 
Adam Spencer highlighting the essence of the 
project - "CensusAtSchool gets students calculating 


real stats about themselves and each other...” 


Since the launch, we've received a steady stream of 
registrations from schools all over Australia. Our 
registration process is performing smoothly, and our 
project support service is ready for 2006. We have 
just released a follow-up letter in support of the 
Introduction Pack, that was sent in October this year, 
encouraging schools to register for the project 
before the end of the year. Although registration 
continues throughout 2006, schools that register 
early have the opportunity to include the project 
into their 2006 school plan.
